will be completed in October. A rrange­ 
ments have been m ade for beginning 
settlem ent on an organized scale the 
first tiling in the spring. Mr. Ames said 
to a St. Louis Republic reporter: 
“The work lias progressed very well 
since tile rainy season ended, and the 
canal will Irrigate a tract of very fine 
land, which will raise prolific crops. 
The settlers will come from Nebraska, 
Iowa, northern Illinois and Wisconsin. 
“There will bo no difficulty in getting 
any num ber of them. We have assu r­ 
ances from the agencies which furnish 
settlers that they can get first class 
people who are leaving'land worth $75 
to $80 an acre which Is subject to 
drought to come out here to take land 
with a perpetual w ate r right a t one- 
seventh the price they will receive for 
their land In the east. This irrigated 
land will produce twice as much as 
eastern land.
